2.  The  Galleries  have  exercised  reasonable  care  to  catalogue  and  de¬ 
scribe  correctly  the  property  to  be  sold,  but  they  do  not  warrant  the 
correctness  of  description,  genuineness,  authenticity  or  condition  of 
said  property. 

3.  The  Galleries  reserve  the  right  to  withdraw  any  article  from  sale 
for  any  reason  whatsoever  before  the  article  is  offered  for  sale.

NOTES 


One  day  in  1885  Carl  Faberge  proposed  to  Tsar  Alexander  III  that  he  give  a 
surprise  Easter  egg  as  a  gift  to  the  Tsarina.  The  Emperor  was  enchanted  with  the 
idea  and  in  due  time  appeared  the  first  of  those  fabulous  toys  which  were  to  make 
the  name  of  Faberge  a  synonym  for  uncanny  craftsmanship  and  almost  barbaric  splendor. 
This  first  egg,  of  white-enamelled  gold,  looked  exactly  like  a  real  one.  It  opened  to 
show  a  golden  yolk  which  contained  a  tiny  chicken  of  vari  colored  golds.  Within  the 
chicken  was  a  perfect  replica  of  the  Imperial  Crown  and  within  the  crown  hung  an 
infinitesimal  ruby  egg.  The  Tsarina  was,  of  course,  overwhelmed  by  her  gift  and 
every  year  afterward  the  Court  Jeweler  created  another  of  these  “surprises”  for  her 
delight.  Each  was  a  mechanical  miracle.  Each  was  said  to  have  cost  £5000  and  more. 
One.  made  to  commemorate  the  200th  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  St.  Petersburg, 
was  “of  solid  gold,  six  inches  in  height,  studded  with  hundreds  of  diamonds  and 
scores  of  rubies.”  Until  the  death  of  Alexander  III  only  one  such  egg  was  made  each 
year.  After  the  accession  of  Nicholas  II  two  were  made  each  year,  one  for  the  Tsarina 
and  one  for  the  Dowager  Empress  who  evidently  had  no  wish  to  relinquish  such  a 
pleasant  habit. 

But  the  Easter  eggs  were  only  one  phase  of  the  many-faceted  art  of  Faberge. 
For  twenty  sears  there  poured  from  his  Gothic  workshop  in  St.  Petersburg  a  ceaseless 
stream  of  bibelots,  figurines  and  fantaisies,  wrought  of  the  rarest  stones  and  metals 
in  the  world,  executed  by  great  artisans.  Many  were  of  extravagant  splendor.  Many 
were  truly  beautiful.  All  possessed  the  timeless  elegance  and  authority  which  were 
the  signature  of  their  maker.  Carl  Faberge  was  called  the  “Cellini  of  the  North,” 
“Last  of  the  Great  Craftsmen.”  He  was  named  Master  by  the  Goldsmiths  of  France  when 
he  exhibited  perfect  copies  of  gold  Greek  ornaments  dating  from  the  fourth  century 
B.  C.  at  the  Exposition  Internationale  Universale  in  Paris  in  1900.  Yet  he  made  nothing 
with  his  own  hands.  In  his  shop  were  workmen  from  every  country,  sculptors,  stone¬ 
cutters,  enamellers.  Their  hands  gave  actual  shape  to  the  unbounded  inventiveness  of 
their  master's  imagination. 

Queen  Alexandra  of  England  collected  Faberge  pieces.  So  did  almost  every  high 
aristocrat  in  Europe.  King  Edward  VII  ordered  statuettes  of  all  the  animals  at  Sandring¬ 
ham.  Persimmon,  his  pony,  the  queen’s  dogs,  a  prize  bull  and  an  outstanding  pig  were 
only  a  few  of  those  destined  for  immortality.  For  months  two  of  Fa  beige’s  best  workmen 
stayed  at  the  castle  making  perfect  wax  models  from  life.  Workers  and  models  then 
returned  to  St.  Petersburg  where  a  hard  stone  must  be  found  to  repeat  every  marking, 
stripe  and  spot  of  the  distinguished  original.  Little  wonder  that  Faberge  became  the 
rage  of  Edwardian  London,  the  hallmark  of  taste.  Through  his  great  skill  with  enamels 
he  developed  new  colors.  The  necessaire  which  peeped  from  the  noblest  purse  at  Covent 
Garden  was  likely  to  be  “raspberry  red”  from  St.  Petersburg;  Paris  was  swept  by  a  wave 
of  “opalescent  pink.”  Emperors,  kings  and  archdukes,  Rothschilds,  Morgans  and  Nobels 
were  his  patrons.  To  possess  his  works  was  in  itself  an  emblem  of  power. 

What  endures  of  Faberge?  Only  twenty  years  have  passed  since  he  died  in  Cannes, 
exiled  by  the  Bolsheviks.  But  the  era  during  which  he  worked  is  so  remote  that  the  test 
of  time  can  already  lie  applied  to  his  creations.  Are  they  still  to  be  prized  in  our  own 
age,  so  devoted  to  simplification  of  form  and  material,  so  easily  embarrassed  by  too  much 
splendor?  Looking  at  his  works  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  their  enduring  value.  Each  in 
its  own  wav  is  a  true  expression  of  its  maker’s  genius.

Among  his 
works  are  portraits  of  Louis  XV,  Louis  XVI,  Marie  Antoinette  and  a  fine  portrait  of 
Voltaire  dated  1781.  He  is  represented  by  a  sculpture  of  Benjamin  Franklin  at  the 
National  Portrait  Gallery  in  London,  many  portraits  at  New  Orleans,  medallions 
at  Rouen,  including  two  of  Franklin  in  terra  cotta,  and  others.
